DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on January 12, 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material; which is not supported by the original disclosure, is as follows: "interference 
screw having an overall length in order for cortical bone region." 

This limitation contradicts Applicant's disclosure (page 6, para [015], lines 4-7) 
where Applicant states that the compressive forces applied in the cortical bone regions 
are greater than the compressive forces applied within the cancellous bone regions 
because the diameter of the proximal cylindrical section is greater than the diameter of 
the distal cylindrical section. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-18, 20-21 and 23-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject 
matter that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Note comments made under 
"Response to Amendment." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Miller 
(US 2,382,019) in view of Rieser et al. (US 6,387,129). 

Miller discloses a threaded body extending between a proximal end 1 and a 
distal end 7 with a proximal section 2 having a proximal thread 3 and a distal threaded 
section 4 having a screw thread 5 of the same number of convolutions per inch (or 
pitch) as the proximal section 2 and a tapered transition section (Fig. 1 and lines 27-49). 

Miller discloses that proximal end 1 can be any desired form or entirely omitted. 

Miller does not disclose that proximal end 1 can be angled. 

Reiser et al. teach providing an angled back or "end" to a screw so that it can be 
oriented substantially flush with the outer surface of the bone in which it is placed (Fig. 3 
and 4, col. 2, lines 41-47 and col. 4, lines 4-5). 

Accordingly it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have provided the Miller screw with an angled proximal 
end, as taught by Reiser et al., so that the Miller screw would be flush with the outer 
surface of material which it is placed. Further, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have provided the 
proximal end of the screw of the combination of Miller and Reiser et al. with an angle 
within a range of 10 to 80 degrees, since it has been held that where the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable 
ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments submitted under "REMARKS" in the response filed on 
January 12, 2005 have been considered but are not persuasive for the following 
reasons. 
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Although Applicant states that the drawings are to scale, there is no statement in 
the specification that the drawings are to scale. 

The Examiner objected to Figures 2 and 4 in the previous action only to illustrate 
that the distal section is not necessarily longer than the proximal section in Applicant's 
screw. Since the Applicant has amended the claims, the Examiner is withdrawing the 
objection to the drawings.
